FINAL FIGHT PLANNED 


Government mining engineers 
are just finishing a survey of. the 
region hereabouts with a view to 
getting federal PWA funds to put 
some 500 men at work after the 
first of -tho year In a final effort 
to stop the destruction. 

It will be a Herculean job, for 
many efforts of private interests, 
have failed, at great expense.
